“So," said the animated Forbes looking at 
the President, “! talked to God that night and 
the Lord said Lou Stokes got it all wrong-said 
he never told Stokes anything but left word 
with the answering service that HE had gone 
to Plains Georgia and wouldn't be back til after,

Needless to-say; when Jimmy Carter 
ascended the platform he was in good form

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PRISON NEEDED _ .

Suppose there existed a network 
of institutions where criminals could 
go to find out more about crime. At 
any of these institutions, a person 
: could get inside tips on everything 
from robbing banks to ripping off 
the neighborhood gas station. He 
would learn ways to avoid getting 
caught, whatever the crime. Sup- 
pose, moreover, that these institu- 
tions were financed by governments 
at the local, state, and federal levels: 

It sounds pretty preposterous, of 
course. 

But if you :add to it the fact that 
people come out of these institu- 


cribing thé net effect prisons have in 
America today. ' 

Prisons have been called crimi- 
nogenic -- they actually breed 
crime. Fully 85 per cent of all crimes 
in United ‘States. are committed by 
persons who have already been 
through the criminal justice system. 
-- tried, convicted and sentenced. 

The rate at which convicted crim- 
inals return to crime varies, but it is 
generally estimated in this country 


at being somewhere around, 65 per ,

cent for those who have been impri- 
soned. The repeat offender, or recid- 
ivist, rate for persons placed on pro- 
bation (without imprisonment) is 
considerably less -- just 40 per cent. 
And for those who have been 
involved in-some type of alternative 
program, the recidivism rate is still 
less, generally.averaging about half 
of the 65 per cent rate for’those 
imprisoned. 


That's a lot of figures, but their 
implication is plain enough: on an 
average, a person sentenced to 
some type of alternative program 


A person sent away to prison has 
twice the likelihood of returning to 
crime once he is released.

The Oberlin home of Wil- 
son Bruce Evans (1824-

official list of significant 
historic, architectural, 
archaelogical and cultural 
sites, the National Register 
of Historic Places. 

The Evans family atong 
with the Langstons, Learys, 
Copelands and Scotts 
made up the black com- 


munity's leadership priorto - 


the Civil War. Evans and his 
brother were among 37 
indicted for aiding John 
Price, a fugitive Kentucky 
slave, who was rescued 
and sent to Canada for 
safety. Evans served 84 
days in the Cleveland jait: 
From 1864 until the end 
of the Civil War Evans 
served in the Ohio Volun- 
teer.Regiment. Many black 
students roomed in the 
Evans house throughout 
his life and after his death.
